The ten, 
Democrats who departed and remained out- 
side while the presentation was being made 
to Browne, and during his responding ad- 
dress were Representatives English, Piercy, 
Poorman; Dennis, Bell, Rapp, Thompeon, 
Huston, Finley, and Coleman. 

They made no demonstration, however, and 
their going was not particularly noted in the 
immense crowd which thronged the floor and 
‘emmed the galleries to witness the passing 
of this assembly.

All differences between the two houses on 
the’ O'Connor city ‘harbor bill were elimi- 
nated and the perfected measure sent on its 
way to the goverhor’s office. 

Parliamentary difficulties caused the bill to 
be called in the house yesterday for action on 
amendments made in the senate. There was 
no opposition menifested and the measure, 
practically as it passed the senate, is now 
fairly on the road to the statute books.

Exemptions are 
few, applying to confidential clerical posi- 
tions. As a result of the Bartzen inquiry 
the president of the county board is debarred 
from removing a civil service commissioner, 
that being submitted to a special trial board 
consisting of the judge of the County court, 
the chief justice of the Circuit court, and a 
Cireuit court judge chosen by the two.

Absolute comtrol of automobiles, except as 
to speed limit, which is controlled by the 
state, is given in a bill passed this afternoon. 
. Wheel tax will be computed on a horsepower 
instead of a seating capacity basis. 

Mufflers which thump, overoiled smokers, 
drip pans, tire chains, and hours on the 
street can be regulated by ordinance under 
the new law. 


Graded Fees for Licenses. 

State license tags are to bea different color 
each year. The state fee of $2 is changed to 
a graded scale of $4 up to a twenty-five horse 
power, $6 to thirty-five horse power, $8 to 
fifty horse power or electrics, and $10 for 
above fifty horse power. The money goes to 
the state for country road repairs. 

The city wheel tax for pavement repair can 
be fixed by ordinance, the only restriction 
being that for passenger automobiles not 
more than $10 shal! be charged for ea machine 
of thirty-five horse power or less, or $20 for a 
stronger machine. 

Another bill. gives the city absolute power 
to regulate the location of junk shops and 
yards, coal yards, laundries, hospitals, sani- 
tariums, undertaking establishments, bath- 
ing beaches. The city is also empowered to 
condemn property for bathing beach pur- 
poses. It may also prohibit the use and sale 
of fireworks.

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KIME GUILTY; BABY’S FATE HID 
Jury Sentences Man Who ‘*Lost”’ 
« Child to Serve Twelve Years. 


“HE’S LUCKY,” SAYS LAWYER 


Attorney Does Not Ask New Trial; 
State Wanted Li.e Term. 


The case of George Kime, kidnaper, was 
ended yesterday. A jury in Judge Kickham 
Scanian’s court did that during the after- 
noon by finding Kime guilty and fixing his 
punishment at twelve years in thé peniten- 
tiary. | 

But the case of Mrs. Selma Henks’ baby. 
whom Kime was convicted of having stolen, 
and the case of George Kime, possibic mur- 
derer, have not been ended. And the chances 
are that unless some means is found of un- 
sealing the convicted kidnaper’s lips, the 
case of Baby Henks will go down to history 
to take its place in Chicago's long list of up- 
solved criminal! mysteries. 


Kime Disliked Baby’s Crying. 

Kime was a boarder at the home of Mrs. 
Henks during a time when a baby was born 
to her. The woman's husband was then and 
still is serving a term in the House of Correc- 
tion. 

Kime, according to Mrs. Henks testimony, 
objected to the baby because its crying dis- 
turbed his sleep. Witnesses at the trial 
testified that he had frequently threatened to 
drown it, and one woman said she saw him 
trying to smotier it with a pillow. 

Kime swore that the mother wanted to get 
rid of the baby. He d that he and she 
often talked about “ putting it away.” In 
some way—the exact manner in which this 
happened is in dispute—the baby got into 
the boarder’s possession. He disappeared 
with it. The child has never been seen since. 

Kime says that Mrs. Henks told him totake 
the baby to Moody church, West Chicago ave- 
nue and La Salle street, and leave it in’a hall- 
way. He says this is what he did with the 
child. Mrs Henks denies that she ever told 
Kimie to do anything of the sort. She says

BOILER JARS AND WETS LOOP 


9 Workmen Hurt in Explosion at 
La Salle and Madison Streets. 


INQUIRY ORDERED BY CITY.

There was another serious building acct- 
dent in the loop yesterday. A steam boiler 
used in the construction of the foundations

{,000,000 GALLONS BEER DAILY 


Chicago's Drink Record During 


Hot Spell Goes Up. & 


SWARM OF “CAN RUSHERS.”’ 


7,000 Saloons Yesterday Retailed 
80,000 Barrels for $300,000. 


Three million gallons of beer, it is said, 
have disappeared down the throats of Chi- 
cagoans during the excessive heat of the 
last three days. 

This is nearly one-half.a gallon daily for 
every man, woman,.and child in the city. 


No other city in. the world, not even Ber-. 


lin, it is said, can show such a beer drinking 
record. About one-half of the population 
does not,.drink beer, so it remained for the 
other half to swallow four. quarts a day. 
There are over 7,000 saloons In the city 
Ordinarily the consumption of beer is three 
barrels a day to each saloon. This indicates 
that in average weather the city consumes 
about 675,000 gallons of beer a day. With 
the hot wave, however, there has been a 
big increase, and the total sale has been more 
than 30,000 barrels a day. Figuring thirty- 
two gallons to the barrel, it amounts to 
about 1,000,000 gallons dally that has gone 
down the throats of Chicago beer drinkers. 


Chicago Champion of Beerdom. 

“ Without doubt Chicago is the champion 
beer drinking city of the world,” said Pat 
O’ Malley, a purveyor of the foamy beverage 
yesterday. “A brewer’s agent and I,were 


‘figuring today the amount of beer drunk in 


Chicago, and it surprised me. Would you 
believe that 1,000,000 gallons of beer were 
mopped up by the people in this city today? 
I didn’t believe it until the brewery man 
showed me the figures. 


‘In ordinary weather some saloons do not } 


sell more than a barrel, and others sell from 
fifteen to twenty-five barrels. 

“On a hot day—the kind of weather we 
have had for the last three days—the beer 
trade takes a bigjump. The saloons almost 
double their orders. Fifty per cent of the in- 
crease is what is known as can trade. Sa- 
loons in the outskirts of the city do a big 
trade in pitcher or can beer when the day is 
hot. 

City Spends $300,000 Daily for Beer. 

‘*One million gallons a day! That means 
about £300,000 Chicago spends for its beer 
on a hot day.’’

‘Ten Organizations and 150 


Persons Defendants in 
New York Action. 


PRICE FIXING ALLEGED. 


Blacklist Said to Be Issued 
Against Dealers Who Re- 
fuse Dictation. 


New York, May 18.—(Special.}—Interstate 
commerce, unreasonably restrained, and com- 
petition, unreasonably prevented, are the 
two most prominent bases of the suit which 
the government filed today against a number 
of essociations and individuals engaged in 
the traffic of lumber and known as the lumber 
trust. Ten trade organizations and upwards 
of 150 individuals are named in action. 

It is charged that, by @ system of black- 
listing, private persons and corporations have 
been kept from havitg direct relations with 
the wholesalers and that, by unlawful agree- 
ment, competition has been placed in the 
hands of the defendants to the exclusion of 
contractors, builders, manufacturers of fin- 
ished lumber and the consumer. 

Under the head of “ conspiracy * the com- 
plaint sets forth that “the defendants for 
some time have been and now are engaged 
in an unlawful conspiracy to restrain trade 
and commerce among and between the sev- 
eral states and territories. of the United 
States in lumber and lumber products.” 


e Defendants in the Suit. 
The principal defendants in the suit are: 
The Eastern States Retail Lumber Deal- 
ers’ association, a New York corporation, 
the central body of the nine other defend- 
ant organizations, and its directors. 
The New York Lumber Trade associa- 
tion, its officers, and thirty-two trustees. 
The Building Material Men’s associa- 


tion of Westchester County (N. Y.), E. M. 


Yerkes of Yonkers, its officers, and six 
directors. 

The Lumber Dealers’ association of Con- 
necticut, its officers, and twelve directors. 

The Massachusetts Retail Lumber 
Dealers’ association, its officers, and eight 
directors. 

The Lumber Dealers’ association of 
Rhode Island, its officers, and eight di- 
rectors. 

- The Retail Lumbermen’s association of 
Baltimore, its officers, and seven directors. 

The officers of the New Jersey Lum- 
bermen’s Protective Association, a vol- 
untary association; and 22 members.

Inguiry Extends a Year. 

The action is brought under the direction 
of Attofney General. Wickersham by United 
States District Attorney Wisé. The attorney 
general has been working with Cark Mo- 
Kercher, his special assistant, for a year. 

The government’s contention is that, by 
written and verbal agreements and by meet- 
ings and conventions in which constitutions 
were adopted and purposes declared, the de- 
fendants “ arbitrarily fixed, established, and 


Maintained arbitrary divisions and classifi- 
. cations of the lumber trade,.”’ which was an 
-wnreasonable restraint of interstate 


com- 
merce and an unreasonable prevention of 
competition. 

“The result of such illegal methods,” says 
the complaint, “is to close the door of the 
wholesale dealer and manufacturer in all 
parts of the United States to the consumer 
and to deprive the manufacturer and whole-

Queries on New Customers. 

Another is a sample of queries alleged to 
have been sent out regarding prospective 
customers. It reads: 

“ Kindly advise us in strict confidence for 
the use of this bureau what you know of the 
moral standing, financial responsibility and 
business methods of [blank]. The source of 
this information will not be disclosed.”’ 

Answers to such queries, the government 
alleges, have seldom concerned the financial 
or business responsibility of the party but 
have indicated if he were ‘“ proper ’’ or ‘* im- 
proper "* trade. ; 

Another exhibit alleged to have been a cir- 
cular issued by the National Wholesale Lum- 
ber Dealers’ association blacklisting many 
retail lumber dealers in large cities reads: 

“ The following\have been reported by the 
various eastern aksociations ag jobbing or 
selling directly or indirectly to cof®umers. 
The members of the National Wholesale 
Lumber Dealers’ association are requested ta 
coépérate with the western associations by 
refusing to sell lumber to them.”’ : 


Deny Attempt at Monopoly. 

At the local office of the New York Lumber 
association, 18 Broadway, there was given 
out today a pamphlet bearing the name of 
Jesse D. Crary, secretary, which denied the 
association sought a monopoly and said it 
was formed only to check the peri! of “‘ irre- 
sponsible dealers.”” It says the membership 
of the association is voluntary and declares 
the association has taken the ground that a 
wholesaler or manufacturer should\not sell 
a dealer and the dealer's customer 4lso. 

Dispatches from all of the eastern ¢ities in 
which the headquarters of the defendant 
companies are located say that the officials of 
these concerns are “‘ amazed ”’ that such ac- 
tion should beinstituted. Most of the officials 
were unwilling to go into details, but all] 
united in declaring there was no basis for 
the suit.

Washington, D. C., May 19.—[Special.]—

PEOPLE TO CHOOSE SENATORS. 


Wisconsin Assembly Passes Bill Giving 
Voters Voice—Binds Law- 
makers. 


Madison, Wis., May 19.—[{Special.]—The 
Wisconsin assembly today concurred in the 
Husting bill requiring’ candidates for the 
legisiature to declare before the election 
whether they will support their party 
nominee for United States senator. 

This bill passed the senate’some days ago. 
Under this act and the existing law pro- 
viding tor the nomination of candidates for 
t'nited States senator at primary elections 
the people of Wisconsin will have the power 
practically to elect federal senators. 

A member of the legislature may repudiate; 
his pledge to. support his party nominee for 
senator, but it is not considered likely. Pro- 
gressive Republicans of Wisconsin have long 
favored the direct election of United States 
senators, and they believe it can virtually be

MAYOR DEFENDS HIS ACTS 


Accused of Promising to Veto 
Bill, He Says Many Changes 
Were Made in It. 


The Geist franchise grab, which gives the 
Calumet United Railway company a fifty 
year. grant and which was engineered 
through the Gary city council by Mayor 
Thomas E. Knotts, was denounced at a meet- 


| ing of the Gary Commercial club, held last 
} night. 


Mayor Knotts, who was arrested Thurs- 
day, charged with embezzling $2,000 of the 
city’s funds, perjury, and misfeasance in 
office, was present at the meeting. He spoke 
in defense of his acts and the franchise. A 


|] report of the club’s investigating committee 


was adopted unanimously. 


New Charge Against Mayor. 

The adoption of the report virtually was 
an imperative order to the mayor and coun- 
cil to reconsider the action on the franchise, 
send it back to a committee and the 
board of public works for desired amend- 
ments. Efforts will be made to invalidate 
the ordinance on the ground that its adop- 
tion by the board of public works was illegal. 

This contention is based on a charge against 
Mayor Knotts that he permitted A. P. Mel- 
ton, the city engineer, to act as a member 
of the board aiter Melton’s resignation went 
into effect. About sixty members of the 
club attended the meeting, which was prs- 
sided over by Capt. Howard 8. Norton, presi- 
dent. 

John A. Brennan, chairman of the commit- 
tee, then read the report, which he said was 
a unanimous expression of the committee. 
In substance, the report contained the fol- 
lowing objections to the franchise: 

‘*Tt does not adequately protect the city’s 
interest. Construction work should com 
mence within eighteen months from the pas- 
sage of the franchise, instead of three years 
from the fime the franchise rights are ob- 
tained in all northermm Indiana towns.”’ 

‘‘Lines should be completed within three 
years,’ said W. H. Hodges. * The city should 
be given a reasonable share of the savings 
after five years of operation. The city should 
have right to inspect books of the company, 
Provisions should be made to guard against 
high voltage. 

‘The franchise as it stands is unaccept- 
able to the citizens of Gary. Men were ap 
sured that the council would trim this fran- 
chise and that it would be returned to the 
board. We were assured that the mayor 
would veto it, if it passed the council in the 
shape it was sent up by the board of public 
works. 

Mayor Defends His Acts. 

‘*I don’t wish to oppose the adoption of the 
report, but there are some things taken for 
granted without investigation,’’ said Mayor 
Knotts. “ At least fifty changes were made 
in the franchise and it was turned back twice 
before it was adopted. You can’t get Geist 
of any other capitalists to come here and in- 
vest their money without giving them at least 
the right to control their property. Thisis 
a new community, we need transportation, 
and instead of denouncing Mr. Geist he ought 
to be encouraged to come here and give us 
what we need—a good transportation system. 
You can’t get people to build railroads with a 
lot of tin tea kettles to them. if the fran- 
chise is too liberal, have made a mistake, 
but I fail to see it.’’

‘LL. K. Pond’s 


Armistice ‘Will Not Terminate | 


Till Successor of President 
Diaz Is Seated. 


DUTY PUT ON. CONGRESS. | 


Must Pass Laws Demanded by 
Mexican Rebels Before Agree- 
ment Is Signed. 


Juarez, Mexico, May 19.—Peace will not be 
declared as in effect in Mexico, nor will] the 


- general armistice be terminated till the 


moment Sefior Francisco Leon de la Barra 
becomes provisional president in succession 
to President Diaz. 

Francisco I. Madero Jr. will not visit Mex- 
ico City until Sefior de la Barra is installed 
in power, He then may go to the capital to 
assist in tranquilizing the country. 

If the rebels in lower California, or other 
bands hitherto fighting independently, do not 
lay down their arms, Madero’s insurrecto 
army will be turned loose on them. 


Congress Must Act First. 

No peace agreement will be Signec, but the 
interim between now and the time Sefior de 
la Barra becomes president will be utilized 
in getting the Mexican congress to enact 
laws covering most of the points which it 
had been thought should be contained in a 
peace agreement. 

This is the explanation which one of the 
most prominent insurrecto leaders gave to 
night of the status of the peace negotia- 
tions, Madero's visit to Mexico City, and 
other complications which early today pre- 
sented a tangle to the federal representatives 
as well as to rebel leaders here, who admitted 
they did not undrstand the situation them- 
selves. 


Rumor of Plot to Kill Madero.

ARCHITECTS SEE CHICAGO 0.K. 


Criticisms Contra- 
dicted by Other Experts. 


CALL HIM TOO RADICAL. 
Assert County and City Building Best 
Under Conditions, 


Some Chicago architects do not agree with 


the ideas of their colleague, Irving K. Pond, 


a Chicagoan and member ofthe American 
Institute of Architects, who criticised Chi- 
cago buildings before the American Federa- 
tion of Arts in Washington on Thursday. 
Mr. Pond took the new city hall and county 
building as an instance, and asserted it was 
anything but a thing of beauty from the 
standpoint of an architect. 

“The new Cook county courthouse and 
Chicago city hall form together one of the 
grossest misconceptions of architectural art 
“* Rather than have 
these misconceptions and misrepresentations 
it would be better to have the building as 
plain and simple as a warehouse. Similar 
conditions prevail all over the country. I 
mention Chicago simply as an example of the 
monstrosities of building design. 

“I want it distinctly understood that there 
is nothing personal intended in my remarks. 
I do not wish to reflect on any individual.” 


Asks Comparison of Work. 

“ Mr. Pond gave only his personal opinion, 
and his judgment doesn’t carry much weight 
with me,” asserted Martin Roche of Holabird 
& Roche, the firm which designed the criti- 
cised buildings. ‘Mr. Pond quarrels with 
all work not his own. Just look at the build- 
ings we have drawn plans for and then in- 
spect those of Mr. Pond's design.” 

Holabird & Roche planned the University 
club, McCormick, Marquette, new Monroe, 
and other buildings. Mr. Pond was the\de- 


signer for the new City club and Hull house 


buildings and a number of residences. 

“One can criticise almost any building,” 
said W. E. Frost. ‘It all depends upon the 
point of view. ‘‘ I call the city hall and court- 
thouse an admirable building. The scale of 
the building demoralizes everything within 
four blocks, but perhaps this could not be 
avoided.,’’ 


Pond Called Too Radical. 

C. W. Rapp said the building generally was 
regarded as a good one architecturally. 

Clarence Hatzfeld asserted Mr. Pond was 
too Tadical. “I don’t agree with him,” he 
said. “There are conditions in every prob- 
lem that, in the meeting, force architects to 
do things not along the line of the Roman 
and Greek architecture.”’ 

**T have never before heard that criticism 
of the city hall and courthouse,” said Arthur 
H,. Knox. “ It is true that the building Is all 
out of scale with its surroundings. It would 
look better in a ten acre field, where it would 
have the advantages of distance. The build- 
ing hasn’t the proper setting and couldn’t 
have. I think the architects solved the prob- 
lem very well.”

HE Chicago Singverein, the newest and 

artistically the most important of local 

German choral organizations, celebrated 

its formal entrance into the musical life 

of the city with a performance of Haydn's 
“Creation” last night in Orchestra hall. The 
welcome extended the new chorus by the music 
loving Germans of the city was as cordial as 
could have been desired. _The auditorium was 
filled and the applause was as warm as the 
superheated atmosphere of the hall. 

Two previous appearances of the Singverein 
during the season had prepared the public for 
an admirable exposition of choral] art. This ex-~- 
pectation was more than realized. The new 
chorus justified itself by giving one of the most 
brilliant performances of a season filled with 
splendid choral offerings. It is not too. much 
to say “that the Singverein is more than a4 
worthy addition to the already respectable list 
of choral organizations in Chicago. It is des- 
tined to become a new and vital factor in the 
city’s musical development...For not only does 
it bring to us new ideals in choral music, idéals 
that are concerned ) with: a splendid vigor and 
fullness of choral tone and vitality of rhythmic- 
al life and accent, but its performance was filled 
with a spirit of enthusiasm delightfully re- 
freshing to encounter in the staid environment 
‘of earnest effort that commonly characterizes 
choral] music. 

The Singverein was organized about a year ago 
by William Boeppler, who Believed that there 
was a place in the musical life of Chicago for @ 
cho composed of German speaking singers 
and devoted to the performance in the original 
lariguage of German masterpieces of choral lit- 
erature. Mr. Boeppler believed that such. an 
organization would attract a following from 
among the German speaking residents of the 
city who in a measure have held themselves 
‘aloof from the regular and established under- 
takings of the concert life of the city.

The event justified Mr. Boeppler in more ways 
than one. It proved him a gifted and experi- 
enced master of chorus, an authoritative and in- 
spiring conductor, an able organizer, and a far 
sighted manager.

The tenors-are sturdy and reliable 
and produce @ tone that is free from. that forc- 
ing and straining so often encountered among 
German singers. The sopranos attain that pe- 
cullar purity and fullness of tone that can result 
only from a perfect ensemble. Teutonic solidity 
and vigor characterized the interpretation as @ 
whole, but it was not strangé to the subtler in- 
flections and the more delicate contrasts, 

The soli were intrusted to Mrs. Hannah But- 
ler, John B. Miller, and Albert Boroff. Mra. 
Rutler displayed a light soprano, lacking in vol- 
ume and not always sympathetic in quality, 
but ‘brilliant in the upper register. She sang 
with obvious care as to the pronunciation of the 
German text and with praiseworthy taste and 
feeling. Mr. Miller was in fine voice and mood 
and delivered the tenor soli with his accustomed 
distinction and authority. Mr. Boroff performed 
a similkr serviee for the bass part, evincing fine 
sympathy and commendable variet¥ of imterpre- 
tative resource. . 

The orchestra was a composite: of Thomas 
and Chicago opera men, reinforced, by sundry 


nondescripts, and contributed the accompani- 
ments with @ passable degree evenness and 
reliability.

“ necessary td péel the fruit whole. If it is 
first sliced across, rind and all, with a sharp 


pared*with the paring of the fruit whole. The 
approved method is to hold a, slice in’ the left 
hand and then pare down towards you, close 
to the rind and over the eyes, which then ‘may 
be removed easily. There is almost no loss of 
2h precious juice when it is prepared in this 

y. 

Evan the rind ov parings of the pineapple, 
if first washed thoroughly, may be utilized for 
pineappleade. Boil them with or without some 
of the chopped fruit. To the liquid add the 
juice of a lemgp or of a Ime in the glass, or 
drink this juice"merely sweetened to taste. The 
uncooked juice is also used with lemon juice, a 
little grated orahge peel, sugar, and iced or hot 
water for a most wholesome and refreshing 
drink. , 

A list of pineapple recipes given by an expert 
on fruits has, after some general directions, the 
fouowing: Pineapple salad (grapefruit, pine- 
apple, chopped nuts or celery,.and mayonnaise 
dressing, pineapple omelet, pineapple souffié, 
pineapple muffins (any good muffin dough will 
do for these, with a cup of grated pineapple 
tc a quart of flour and mixture), pineapple frit- 
ters (like apple fritters), pineapple cake (pine- 
apple in icing or filling of a simple batter cake 
baked in layers), pineapple and tapioca pudding 
(fruit put in when pudding is partly cold), pine- 
apple pudding (made like brown or apple betty), 
compote of pineapple (fruit tooked in sirup, 
added to gelatine, and molded), pineapple sponge 
(“when gelatine is used with pineapple the re- 
sulting concoction must be chilled as soon as 
rossible and used no¥ later than two hours after 
making on account of the chemical action of the 
peculiar elements of the fruit on the gelatine Ve 
pineapple mousgé, pineapple ice, sherbet, and 
ice cream; frozen pineapple custard, frozen pine- 
apple, pineapple jelly (with and without gela- 
tine,, pineapple marmalade and jam, preserved 
pineapple, either sliced and cooked or uncooked 
end grated; canned pineapple, with and without 
“ugar; pimeapple chips, pineappleade, pineapple

The sun disappeared. There spreng out tn the 
western sky three jong, red bands of clouds, On 
the darkening slope and plain Hill was crushed 
back, before and among his lines a horror of ex- 
ploding shells.- Jackson threw forward Lawton 
and Whiting, Winder ang the Louisiana troops, 
while on the right, brigade after brigade, Magru- 
Ger buried across the plain nine brigades.

The red bars in the west faded slowly to a deep 
purple; above them, In a clear space of sky, showed 
the silver Venus. Upon her cooling globef in a day 
to come, intelligent life might rend. itself as here— 
the old horror, the old tragedy, the old stained 
sublimity over again!

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A ‘most delightful voyime is ‘STR WIL- 
LIAM BUTLER’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY ” 
(Scribner’s). Sir William began this auto- 
biography in 1909 and worked leisurely at it 
up to within a few days of his unexpected 
death a year ago. He had a full life; he 
wes a dashing soldier, and an equally dash- 
ing civilian. His life covered many years 
and, if one may judge by his autobiography, 
he enjoyed every minute of it. Among the 
interesting men Sir Wiliam knew wee Vic- 
tor Hugo, whom he visited at ‘*‘ Hauteville 
Heouse.”” His first meeting with Hugo was 
in 1886. What struck him most about this 
famous poet and novelist was the extraord- 
nary sonorous tone of his voice, its modula- 
tions, and its “ ramifications.”” * It seemed 
to run up and down through words as the 
fingers of a great musician might range 
through notes of music.” One can néver 
hear too much of the personal Hfe of a great 
man, so I am going to quote what Sir Wil- 
liam Butler says of Hugo: 

Of the many curious things to be seen tn Haute- 
ville house, the master’s sleeping room was the 
strangest. He had built it on the roof between two 
great blocks of chimneys. You ascended to his 
workshop bedroom by stairs which resembled a 
ladder; quite haif of the room was glass, and 
the view from it was magnificent; the isles of 
Jethou and Sark were in the middle @istance, and 
beyond lay many a mile of the Nornian coast. 
Alderney lay to the north, and beyond it one saw 
the glistening windows of the triple lighthouses 
on the Casquet rocks, and still more to the right 
the high ridges overlooking Cherbourg. The bed 
was a small camp bedstead, with a table on one 
side ef it and a small desk chest of drawers on 
the other, with pens, ink, and paper always within 
reach. Near the bed stood a small stove, which 
he lighted himself every morning, and on which he 
prepared his café au leit; then work began at the 
larger table which stood in the glass alcove @ 
few feet from the foot of the bed. This work went 
on till it .was.time to dress and descend to the 
déjeuner in the room on the ground floor already 
described. 

As the sheets of writing paper were finished, 
they were numbered and dropped on the floor, to be 
picked up, arranged, and put away in the drawer 
desk at the end of the mornifig’s labor. He called 
the writing table his “‘ carpenter’s bench,”’ and 
the leaves which fell from it his ‘‘shavings.’’ It 
was at this table and in this.airy attic that most 
of the great work of his later life was done. Here 
were ‘‘ Les Misérables,”’ ‘ Les Travailieurs de la 
Mer,** and many volumes of poetry. Among the few 
things which have survived the tossings and travails 
of life I have still managed to retain in my pos- 
session some of the ‘‘ shavings *’ frém that “ car- 
penter’s bench,” which he gave me as souvenirs of 
his friendship. 

Sir William Butler was fond of travel and 
adventure, and. he came to this country in 
1867; in company with an old friend, who 
knew the forest and the plains, he started for 
the west. They knew nobody and nobod@y 
kpew them, but every one was kind: “ You 
met a man on board the train going to Chi- 
cago; he couldn’t do enough for you; he 
passed you on to some other good fellow who 
knew somebody else five hundred or a thou- 
sand miles nearer to the setting sun; and 
when you alighted at the longitude of that 
particular location, you found that man as 
friendly as though he had been expecting 
you for years.” 

In a Chicago hotel they picked up a genera! 
going west and traveled in his company: 


Our friend, the Chicago general, called earty 
next day at our hotel, and asked us to go-with 
him to the headquarters of the command. We went 
and were introduced to Gen. Augur, a distinguished 
officer of the fégular army who had held high 
command in the civil war. Augur was of that 
splendid type of gentlemen which West Joint has 
so long given to America, and I will venture to 
hazard the opinion that if America keeps her mili- 
tary school at West Point in the future as she has 
kept ft im the past she need not fear that either 
foreign or domestic enemies will do her serious 
harm. West Point will give her captains for many 
wars; and the class to which that *‘ peace pre- 
server ’’ belonged, whose peculiar methods of 
discipline I heve already described, wAll give her 
the rank and file of fighting men.

Or ancient history, a comparison of the 

matter in the new Encyclopedia Britan- 

nica and the same in the previous edition 
_ reveals what great strides have been 
made by the scientists in the period which

ologists in that time hes caused nearly every 
article of the previous edition to be discarded, 
and their places taken by others embodying 
the latest results of study and excavation.

This being the case, and since her flencé’s 
family is regarded as one of the mediatized 
or formerly sovereign houses of the Cau- 
casus,; there can be no question of any such 
mesalliance as took place when Nicholas 
L.’e favorite daughter, the Grand Duchess 
Marie, married Count Nicholas Stroganoff.

The princess is a charming and gifted 
woman, who is just recovering from a severe 
accident while out sleighing; and is a pianist 
and a painter of altogether unusual! talent. 
In fact, she has inherited some of the gifts. 
of her father, Grand Duke Constantine Con- 
stantinovitch, translator of Shakspeare’'s 
works into Russian, the president of the 
Academy of Sciences, the protector and 
patron of Gorki, and whose poems, published 
under the initials of “ K. K.,” standing for 
**Konstantine Konstantinovitch,” are pop- 
ular throughout the length and breadth of 
Ruesia on account of their fervent patriot- 
ism and their liberalism. 

The young people seem to have made each 
other’s acquaintance at Pawlowsk, the fa- 
vorite residence of Grand Duke Constantine. 
This is by no means the first matrimonia! 
alliance betwen the house of Bagration and 
the reigning family of Russia. One of the 
ancestors of-the prince, the celebrated Gen. 
Prince Peter Bagration, married a grand- 
niece of Empress Catherine L. the Countess 
Skawronkaja. 

With regard to the Jewish ancestry of the 
Bagrations, it may be timely to reca!] that 
King George of Great Britain. and also the 
kaiser boast of lineal descent from King 
David.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


THE HELM RESOLUTION, 

Chicago, May 17.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~The writer has read with deep interest the 
resolution presented to the senate at Spring- 
field yesterday by the Helm committee, and 
as published in yesterday’s issue of the News. 

I am under the impréssion that this reso- 
lution expresses clearly the opinion of all 
law abiding citizens, and we, as citizens, con- 
demn the action of Edward Tilden and his 
two aids in refusing to appear before the 
Helm committee. We believe, of course, that 
it is an easy matter to see the reason for this 
refusal, and we condemh further the decision 
of Judge Petit which upheld the refusal. 

Furthermore, we regret that a committee 
of the senate engaged in properly investi- 
gating the conduct of some of its members 
should be checkeg and jrobbed of all power, 
in the face of the substantial evidence which 
has been obtained. 

I am gratified to note the difference be- 
tween such decisions and the clear cut de- 
cision of the Supreme court in the Standard 
Oil case, which was based upon reason and 
not the value of the mere words “‘reasonable”’ 
or “unreasonable.” In arriving at his decision 
Chief Justice White is quoted as saying that 
it became necessary to: ** resort to reason to 
determine whether the concern assailed is 
offending against the anti-trust law.”’ Evi- 
dently the fundamental principle of right or 
wrong appealed to Chief Justice White more 
strongly than technicalities.

Murphy Orders Chance to ‘‘Dock’”’ 


Men if Suspended by Lynch. 


DISCRIMINATION ISCLAIMED. 


P. L. and Players Say Other Clubs Are 


Allowed Greater Latitude. 


[BY.A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 
' Philade'phia, Pa., May 10.—[{Special.)— 


Manager Chance received orders from Presi- 
dent C. W. Murphy today to separate from 
the pay roll of the club any or all Cubs who 


hereafter incur the displeasure of umpirgs to 


the extent of getting suspended by President 
Lynch, The Cub so suspended will not draw 


pay during the life of his ineligibility. This 
dictum, in conjunction with the light punish- 
ment handed out to Doolan, Knabe, and Ma- 
gee of the Phillies today caused an explosion 
in the camp of the Cubs. 

The Chicago players do not object to Pres- 


ident. Murphy's edict in itself, although it 


amounts to double punishment (a fine in addition to 
suspension), but. they do object to what they term 
the. rank discrimination shown by Lynch in the 
treatment of the Philadelphit club, three of whose 
players let their vocabularies run riot yesterday 


and called Jack Doyle everything a ball player ever 


called anybody, according to the players. For that 
Offense they escaped with light fines of $25 apiece. 

‘Manager Chance approves the move made by 
Murphy to keep the ranks of the Cubs intact, but 
the P. L. is even more angry than his players over 
the handicap it puts upon the Chicagoteam. Said 
Chance tonight: 

** My: players cannot open their heads to an um- 
pire without drawing three days’ ‘suspension and 
losing. three days’ salary.

CUE EXPERT W. H. CATTON DIES 


FROM ATTACK OF ERYSIPELAS. 


Yearr—At One Time Conceded One of 
Greatest. Money Players. 


Wiliam H. Catton, who for nearly thirty 
years had been a prominent figure in the 


| billiard world, died yesterday at a local hos- 


pital of erysipelas. Although never rated 
as one of the world’s masters he undoubtedly | 
would have been in that class had he applied 
himself as seriously to the game as most of 
the champions. 

In his prime he was rated as one of the top-. 
notchere of the shortstop class, while as a 


money player he was couceded to be the equa] of 
any expert who ever lived. His ability to stand 
the ‘‘ gaff ’’ and his thorough knowledge of the 
game brought him through many a hard match. 

Catton was born at Solon, Ia.. on May 10, 
1850, ang began his billiard career at Rock Isjand, 
Ill., about thirty-two years ago. He first came 
into prominence In 1885, when he won a tournament 
at Mussey’s rooms in St. Louls. Since that time 
he had played in almost every city in the United 
States. He passed 1896 and 1807 In Paris, and also 
played in London. In 1809 he formed a partner- 
ship with Clarence Green, the firm having rooms 
in Dearborn street, near Monroe. 

Of late years Catton had been in poor health, his 
last appearance being in Bensinger’s mixed ama- 
teur and professional tournament last winter, in 
which he won third prize. He is survived by a 
widow and four children. Burial will be at Rock:

ROADS WIN FIGHT. 
ON THROUGH RATE 


May Exceed 2 Cents @ Mile in 
Interstate Travel for 
a Year, 


BUT ISSUE NOT SETTLED. 


Commerce Commission’ Gives 
Respite Pending Exhaust- 
ive Inquiry. 


_Ratlroads in the Central Passenger associa. 
tion territory, including the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Dlinois, and Michigan, won an im 
portant concession yesterday when the inter- 
state commerce commission issued an order 
Permitting them to continue, until May 1. 
1P12, to charge higher passenger fares for 
imterstate through travel than the combirja- 
tions of the local states rates, established 
on a 2 cents a mile basis by the action of the 
states. 


The commission holds in its decision, how: 
ever, “that the present condition of charg- 
ing one rate a mile for intrastate traffic and a 
higher rate per mile for interstate, when the 
service performed is the same in both cases, 
iq indefensible,” and that the carriers have 
furnished no proof of the insufficiency of the 
2 cent rates. The additional time is allowed 

t the request of the carriers to enable them 
9 prepare data and complete their con- 
templated tests in the courts of the validity 
of the state laws. 


Says “Equality” Must Be Established. 

“Intrastate and interstate Passengers are 
carried on the same trains,” the commission 
says, “in the same cars, and are accorded the 
same privileges. It seems clear that event- 
ually there must be established an actua] dis- 
tinction between the two services or a correéc- 
tion of the two scales of fares to an equality.” 

Present interstate rates in this territory are 
generally on a basis of about.2% cents per 
mile, although some are higher and some 
lower. The roads at the hearing declared 
their intention of testing the 2 cent laws in 
the courts, but said they had not thus far 
found a way of successfully undertaking the 
litigation. The decision grows out of the ap- 
plications of the roads for relfef £.0m the 
operation of the fourth section of the new 
interstate commerce law, the long and short: 
haul clause, which prohibits the charging of a 
through rate higher than the sum of two in- 
terstate loca) rates. .
